Greek pro-bailout parties 
win knife-edge elections 


ATHENS (AFP) - Greece’s 
two main pro-bailout parties 
clinched enough votes to form 
a government in a cliffhanger 
election yesterday, early results 
showed, easing fears the coun¬ 
try will crash out of the euro. 

"Today the Greek people 
expressed their will to stay an¬ 
chored with the euro," said An¬ 
tonis Samaras, the leader of the 
conservative New Democracy 
party which preliminary offi¬ 
cial results showed in the lead 
with 29.5 percent. 

"We ask ah political forces 
which share the aim of keeping 
the country in the euro... to join 
a government of national 
unity," he said at a press con¬ 
ference, adding: "The country 
does not have a minute to lose." 

Samaras also pledged to ho¬ 
nour Greece’s commitments 
under an unpopular bailout 
deal which has imposed harsh 
austerity on many Greeks in 
return for a multi-billion pack¬ 
age that has kept the Greek 
economy on life support. 

His main rival Alexis 
Tsipras, leader of the radical 
leftist anti-austerity party 
Syriza, conceded defeat but 
vowed to fight on in opposition. 

"I spoke to Samaras to con¬ 


gratulate him. He can form a 
government," said Tsipras, 
whose party came second with 
27.1 percent of the vote. 

"We will be here as the op¬ 
position, we represent a majo¬ 
rity of people opposed to the 
bailout deal," he said. 

The results appeared to heed 
an unprecedented warning on 
the eve of the vote from Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela Merkel 
who said it was "extremely im¬ 
portant" that Greeks choose 
lawmakers who would abide 
by the terms of the bailout. 

Eurogroup chief Jean- 
Claude Juncker warned that a 
victory for the radical left 
would have "unpredictable 
consequences" for the euro¬ 
zone as a whole. 

Coalition talks are now ex¬ 
pected to start today, with the 
most likely ally being the so¬ 
cialist Pasok party which won 
an estimated 33 seats. 

Pasok leader Evangelos 
Venizelos said he was ready to 
join a coalition with New 
Democracy but only on condi¬ 
tion that other leftist parties 
were included. 

Venizelos said the new go¬ 
vernment should be one of 
"national responsibility."

Jossy Kock, DOW engineer, 
and his experts will be assem¬ 
bling the rails following which 
they will be installed unto the 
foundation with screws and 
anchors into the concrete. 
Then they will pour a layer of 
concrete allowing some space 
for later laying pavers or natu¬ 
ral stones for a pedestrian path. 

The Project will use rails of 
12 meters in length and they 
will attempt to install some 80 
meters per day, which means 
they should be finished within 
about three weeks in the main 
street. The next step will be to 
pour concrete to protect the 
rails. According to Jossy Kock, 
by the end of September or be¬ 
ginning of October the infra¬ 
structure in the city center and 
the Street Car route should be 


completed. 

Following the laying of the 
rails, the next phase will be the 
beautification with plants and 
the installation of a fountain, 
etc. 

The three Street Cars will 
be running between 8 o’clock 
in the morning through to 8 o’¬ 
clock in the evening. After 
8pm the road will be reopened 
to traffic. DOW anticipates 
that all of the work of the en¬ 
tire project will be completed 
before the end of the year. 
There is, among others, one of 
the Street Cars and a section of 
the road to be completed by 
February 2013. The renovation 
of the center of Oranjestad is 
part of an integral plan of the 
government.

— The International Olympic 
Committee has launched an 
inquiry into allegations that 
Olympic officials and agents 
have been caught selling tick¬ 
ets for the London 2012 
Games on the black market. 

The IOC has held an 
emergency meeting of its rul¬ 
ing executive following an 
undercover newspaper inves¬ 
tigation. It has referred the al¬ 


legations to its independent 
ethics commission, which 
could lead to a review of how 
Olympic tickets are distrib¬ 
uted among member coun¬ 
tries in the future. 

Sunday Times reporters 
posing as envoys of a Middle 
Eastern ticket tout claim to 
have found 27 officials and 
agents representing 54 coun¬ 
tries who were willing to 
breach the rules on selling 
tickets. One, from Serbia, of¬ 
fered 1,500 tickets for 
£80,000, while China's offi¬ 
cial ticket agency agreed to 
sell the best seats in the stadi¬ 
ums for up to £6,000 each, 
according to the newspaper. 
It also alleges that Spyros 
Capralos, the president of 
Greece's Olympic committee, 
breached regulations. 

The IOC said it has moved 
"quickly" to deal with the al¬ 
legations. "After claims that 
several NOCs [National 
Olympic Committees] and 
ATRs [authorised ticket re¬ 
sellers] were reportedly will¬ 
ing to break the rules by 
offering to buy or sell tickets 
outside their territory, sell 
tickets at inflated prices, or 
sell tickets to unauthorised 
resellers, the IOC has ordered 
an immediate inquiry and re¬ 
ferred the allegations to its in¬ 
dependent ethics commis¬ 
sion," it said.

Mexico using sports in school 
to combat child obesity

In last week’s PACO II Con¬ 
ference held here, Aruba 
learned that Mexico’s obesity 
and overweight problem and 
their consequences are enor¬ 
mous. Jose Carlos Velazquez 
of the Foundation for the de¬ 
velopment of school sports in¬ 
formed the Pan American 
Conference on Obesity that 
Mexico has the highest rate of 
child obesity in the world. 
This, he claims is weighing 
very heavy on their public 
health budget. 

The economic and social 
cost of obesity in Mexico is ex¬ 
tremely high, with one third of 
their federal health budget 
going to cover expenses for 
diseases resulting from obesity 
and overweight, according to 
Velazquez. His foundation is 
working diligently to introduce 
sports in schools as a means to 
work on the prevention of obe¬ 
sity and to develop a healthier 
country. 

Velazquez considers the 
PACO a significantly impor¬ 
tant organization for what 
they’re doing in Mexico and it 
is the first time that his orga¬ 
nization has presented the in¬ 
formation he shared here. 


The Mexican 
member of PACO 
considers Sports in 
school a strategy for 
combating the prob¬ 
lem of childhood 
obesity directly. He 
is convinced that 
sports in school must 
be a political matter 
globally. He con¬ 
tends that all schools 
must have a program 
to help children de¬ 
velop healthy and in 
ways that would ben¬ 
efit children and the 
community in gen¬ 
eral. 

Physical activity 
is beneficial to men 
as well as women. According 
to Velasquez, Mexico has a 
major problem of obesity 
among women and they must 
find creative ways and provide 
special incentives for women 
and children to become more 
physically active. Sports, he 
said, must be fun, emotional 
and attractive for people to be¬ 
come involved. 

The Mexican Foundation 
created, among others, a tele¬ 
vision program for children to 


motivate them to become more 
physically active. The program 
interviews and reports on 
physically active children, 
which they claim works as a 
stimulus to get other children 
involved in physical activity. 

Velasquez is convinced that 
we must employ all the mo¬ 
dern methods of communica¬ 
tion, television, social media, 
electronic media and every¬ 
thing else to motivate our 
youth to participate in sports.

Romney: Obama's immigration move 
politically-driven 


Opposition cries for help as 
Syria forces pound Homs 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama was 
largely driven by politics in 
his decision to stop deporting 
young illegal immigrants, 
Republican White House 
candidate Mitt Romney said 
in an interview aired yester¬ 
day. 

But the former Massachu¬ 
setts governor remained mum 
when pressed on whether he 
would overturn Obama's 
order, which could benefit up 
to 1.4 million children and 
young adults whose parents 
are illegal immigrants, if he is 
elected president in Novem¬ 
ber's election. 

Questioning the presi¬ 
dent's timing in unveiling a 


policy benefiting hundreds of 
thousands of illegal immi¬ 
grants in an election year, he 
accused Obama of political 
brinkmanship in relying on 
"stopgap measures" rather 
than a long-term fix. 

"If he really wanted to 
make a solution that dealt 
with these kids or with illegal 
immigration in America, then 
this is something he would 
have taken up in his first 
three and a half years, not in 
his last few months," Rom¬ 
ney told CBS television's 
"Face the Nation" program. 

Asked whether politics 
were behind Obama's deci¬ 
sion, Romney said: "That's 
certainly a big part of the 


equation." 

Obama "should have 
worked on this years ago if 
he felt seriously about this," 
the candidate added. "He 
saves these sort of things 
until four and a half months 
before the general election." 

White House senior ad¬ 
viser David Plouffe shot 
back, saying "this is not a po¬ 
litical move." 

"This builds on a lot of 
steps that we've already 
taken," he told CNN's "State 
of the Union," adding the de¬ 
cision meant immigration en¬ 
forcement would now be able 
to focus on "criminals and the 
deportation of criminals." 

But Romney punted when 
pressed on whether he 
planned to repeal Obama's 
plan, should he win the na¬ 
tion's highest office in less 
than five months' time. 

The president's order 
would be "overtaken by 
events, if you will, by virtue 
of my putting in place a long¬ 
term solution," he said. 

The affected youths — a 
chunk of the 11.5 million il¬ 
legal immigrants living in the 
United States — will be able 
to apply for work permits 
under the order, but not be 
granted permanent residence 
or put on a path toward citi¬ 
zenship. 

The move announced Fri¬ 
day offers a two-year defer¬ 
ment of deportation procee¬ 
dings that could be extended 
by a further two years on ex- 
piry. 

Homeland Security Secre¬ 
tary Janet Napolitano said 
that only young people, under 
30, who were brought to the 
US when they were under 16 
and had been living here for 
five years and were no threat 
to national security would be 
eligible. 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria's 
opposition issued a cry for help 
yesterday as regime forces 
pounded rebel bastions in 
Homs province and activists 
warned that hundreds of civil¬ 
ians were trapped with little 
food or water. 

The opposition Syrian Na¬ 
tional Council (SNC), meeting 
in Istanbul, also demanded the 
deployment of armed peace¬ 
keepers a day after a UN ob¬ 
server mission said it was 
suspending operations because 
of the relentless bloodshed. 

The mission chief, General 
Robert Mood, meanwhile, 
urged the warring parties to 
"allow women, children, the 
elderly and the injured to leave 
conflict zones, without any 
preconditions and ensure their 
safety." 

"I call on the parties to take 
immediate action to ease the 
pain of Syrians trapped in the 
violence and the UN Supervi¬ 
sion Mission in Syria (UN- 
SMIS) stands ready to monitor 


their release, once the decision 
is taken," he said. 

Violence cost at least an¬ 
other 37 lives yesterday, taking 
the overall weekend death toll 
across the country to 108, ac¬ 
cording to the Britain-based 
Syrian Observatory for Human 
Rights. 

Regime forces pounded 
rebel areas of the Old City of 
Homs and outlying towns, in¬ 
cluding Rastan and Talbisseh, 
in a bid to crush armed insur¬ 
gents, the watchdog said, with 
deadly violence also reported 
in other parts of Syria. 

A civilian was killed in the 
Homs city rebel bastion of 
Khalidiyeh, which was "being 
shelled and shot at by regime 
forces" while six others were 
killed in assaults on Rastan and 
Talbisseh, the Observatory 
said. 

The situation in Rastan was 
also dire and most residents 
had fled to neighbouring vil¬ 
lages, anti-regime activist 
Nidal al-Hakim told AFP .

There was no immediate claim of responsibility 
for the bloodshed but the attacks were likely to be 
blamed on Boko Haram, an extremist group bent on cre¬ 
ating an Islamic state and responsible for scores of re¬ 
cent attacks. (AFP PHOTO)

LA riots beating 
victim Rodney King 
dead at 47 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Rod¬ 
ney King, whose beating by 
police in 1992 sparked one of 
the worst urban riots in US his¬ 
tory, was found dead in his 
swimming pool early Sunday. 
He was 47. 

Police officers dived into 
the pool, still wearing their 
uniforms, to recover the body 
of the man who became a sym¬ 
bol of racial tensions and po¬ 
lice brutality in America after 
his beating by baton-wielding 
LA police was caught on cam¬ 
era. 

’’Preliminarily, there do not 
appear to be any signs of foul 
play,” Deanda added, noting 
that police were conducting a 
drowning investigation and 
that the coroner’s office would 
perform an autopsy within the 
next 24-48 hours said Police 
Captain Randy Deanda. 

In 1991, King was severely 
beaten by four white police of¬ 
ficers who struck him more 
than 50 times with their 
wooden batons and used a stun 
gun following a high-speed car 
chase. 

The officers went on trial 
for use of excessive force but 
were acquitted on April 29, 
1992, triggering days of 
deadly rioting in Los Angeles 
that left more than 50 people 
dead and caused around one 
billion dollars in damage.

Stray dog: 
in Sofia 

SOFIA (AFP) - An 89-year-old 
man died Sunday in hospital 
after being violently mauled by 
stray dogs in a Sofia public 
garden earlier this week, the 
second such incident in the 
past three months. 

The elderly man, who suf¬ 
fered from dementia, was 
found in the park Tuesday with 
his legs bitten to the bone. The 
severe injuries worsened his 
other medical conditions and 
he died Sunday, the emergency 
hospital Pirogov announced. 

Another elderly man — an 
87-year-old former university 
professor — died on April 8 
after a pack of 25 stray dogs at¬ 
tacked him in his Sofia neigh¬ 
bourhood, knocked him to the 
ground and tore pieces from 
his arms and legs. 

The number of stray dogs 
roaming the Bulgarian capital 
has risen with the economic 
crisis as many more animals or 


anniversary of the riots, King 
said racism still has to be chal¬ 
lenged. He published a mem¬ 
oir, ’’The Riot Within: My 
Journey From Rebellion to Re¬ 
demption,” to mark the an¬ 
niversary. 

’’There’s always gonna be 
some type of racism. But it’s 
up to us as individuals in this 
country to look back and see 
all the accomplishments that 
we have gotten to this far,” he 
told CNN. 

Asked about his feelings to¬ 
ward the police officers who 
beat him, he said: ”1 have for¬ 
given (them), because America 
has forgiven me for so many 
things and given me so many 
chances. 

In an earlier CNN inter¬ 
view, King recalled that he had 
been drinking despite being on 
parole after a 1991 robbery 
conviction and was headed 
home from a friend's house 
when he saw a police car was 
following him and panicked, 
worried he would be sent back 
to jail. 

After fleeing by car, he 
tried to park in a public place 
when he realized police offi¬ 
cers were catching up with 
him. 

King said as the officers 
beat him, they yelled, " We are 
going to kill you, nigger,” al¬ 
though police later denied 
using racial slurs.

While alarming, the figure 
is well down from the 20,000 
dogs counted in 1997. 

The number of recorded at¬ 
tacks on humans has also de¬ 
creased from a record 6,606 in 
1994 to 445 in 2011, hospital 
data show. 

The latest incidents 
prompted the mayor's office to 
promise stiffer regulations 
concerning pet ownership, as 
well as new castration pro¬ 
grammes and shelters for 
strays. 

Under current regulations, 
authorities can put down sick 
or aggressive animals but must 
return others to the neighbour¬ 
hoods where they were col¬ 
lected after neutering them.

Libya gives green light for 
political campaign 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Political 
campaigning for a national as¬ 
sembly begins today, a mile¬ 
stone in Libya's troubled path 
to democratic elections after 
four decades of dictatorship 
under late dictator Moamer 
Kadhafi. 

The electoral commission 
announced late on Saturday 
that candidates have 18 days 
to campaign, June 18 to July 5 
inclusive. It said 2,501 inde¬ 
pendents and 1,206 political 
association candidates were 
eligible to stand after vetting. 

A total of 142 political as¬ 
sociations are fielding candi¬ 
dates, it added. 

The July 7 vote is for the 
North African nation's first 
General National Congress. 
Once the newly elected assem¬ 
bly holds its first session, the 
interim ruling National Tran¬ 
sitional Council is due to step 
down. 

The vote, which was ini¬ 
tially slated for June 19 in line 


with a pledge by the NTC, was 
postponed for technical and 
logistical reasons. 

Ian Martin, the United Na¬ 
tions envoy for Libya, told 
AFP that the new timetable 
was doable and called the 
delay a "wise” move as it 
would give voters more time 
to familiarise themselves with 
the candidates. 

Martin said UN advisers 
were counselling the interior 
ministry on its security plan¬ 
ning for the first national elec¬ 


tion since the 2011 popular up¬ 
rising toppled Kadhafi's 
regime. 

More than 2.7 million 
Libyans, or around 80 percent 
of the eligible electorate, have 
registered for the election. 

He said that the new au¬ 
thorities have shown consider¬ 
able capacity in mediating 
clashes, even though the nas¬ 
cent army remains weak and 
dependent on brigades of for¬ 
mer rebels to help settle con¬ 
flicts.

Over the past week beginning 
on June 11 with workshops 
and lectures, the 2nd Pan 
American Conference on 
Obesity, PACO II, took place 
at the Westin Resort in Palm 
Beach. Some of the most im¬ 
portant personages in the 
western hemisphere and inno¬ 
vative thinkers dedicated to 
eradicating childhood obesity 
were on island for the official 
conference on the final two 
days, Friday and Saturday, 
June 14 and 15. 

The realization of coopera¬ 
tion between nations to estab¬ 
lish wide-ranging and 
effective programs to combat 
obesity, a prime cause for sev¬ 


eral chronic diseases, was the 
mission and vision of Aruba’s 
Minister of Health and Sport, 
Dr. Richard Visser. 

To punctuate the sort of ac¬ 
tion needed, Dr. Vissser and 
the Aruban government wel¬ 
comed the visiting delegates 
to official opening of the new 
center which will house the 
Institute Bibo Saludabel y Ac- 
tivo, (Institute of a Healthy 
and Active Life) or IBISA. 

IBISA is an integration of a 
number of Aruban institutions 
dealing with health and sports. 
IDEFRE, the organization that 
administrates sporting events 
on the island will move to 
these new headquarters in Oc¬ 


tober. The IBISA staff will 
also include nutritionists and 
specialist on obesity, working 
to educate the Aruban popula¬ 
tion on the many aspects of 
poor nutrition, resulting in 
being overweight from an 
early age. 

A highlight of the evening 
was the arrival of Dr. Visser 
and the Health Bus, what 
guest speaker Dr. Rafael 
Perez-Escamilla, of the Pan 
American Health & Education 
Foundation and Professor of 
Epidemiology (Chronic Dis¬ 
eases) at Yale described as 
“absolutely groundbreaking. 
Communities have proposed 
such an asset, but to my 
knowledge, Aruba is the first 
that has received the whole¬ 
hearted political support to 
make it a reality.” 

Accompanying Dr. Visser 
on the bus was Dr. James 
Hospedales, a Fellow of UK 
Faculty and Public Health 
Senior Advisor, Prevention 
and Control of ChronicDis- 
eases, PAHO/WHO, who also 
congratulated the minister on 
the example Aruba is setting 
for the world in addressing 
this urgent issue. 

The Health Bus is fully 
equipped with a variety of 
state of the art diagnostic 
equipment and will be regu¬ 
larly visiting Aruba’s various 
barrios to test the population 
and get a head start on chronic 
health problems due to obe¬ 
sity, as well as detecting other 
potential issues not yet mani¬ 
fest. 

The license plate of the 
Health Bus is CARMEN, the 
acronym for Conjunto de Ac- 
ciones para la Reduccion Mul¬ 
tifactorial de las 
Enfermedades No Transmisi- 
bles, (Initiative of Joint Ac¬ 
tions to Reduce 


Multi-factorial Non-commu¬ 
nicable Diseases), which aims 
to improve health in the 
Americas by reducing risk 
factors for chronic diseases. 
The main focus has been pri¬ 
mary prevention of risk fac¬ 
tors such as tobacco use, poor 
diet and physical inactivity. 

The evening included the 
presentation of a study on the 
IBISA program by Irina Thi- 
jsen, and the unveiling of a 
poster bearing the IBISA logo, 
a sporty version of the healthy 
food pyramid, whose sails 


represent the varying food 
groups, their size indicating 
their percentage of the daily 
diet. This will be posted in 
doctors’ offices and essential 
locations around Aruba. 

IBISA is still in the transi¬ 
tional, organizational stage, 
with an interim directorship 
consisting of Roy Mezas, 
Monique Kuiperi and Jacque¬ 
line van Putten. Jesse Beuken- 
boom will step down as head 
of IDEFRE and a new director 
will be appointed.

Rapid series of shallow 
quakes rock Taiwan 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mi¬ 
crosoft promised to make a 
"major” announcement today 
that started the Internet 
buzzing with talk that it would 
involve taking on Apple iPad 
with tablets running on Win¬ 
dows software. 

Speculation by technology 
news outlets ranged from Mi¬ 
crosoft unveiling its own tablet 
computer to it beefing up on¬ 
line film, television or music 
offerings and using a partner’s 
Windows-based tablet to 
demonstrate. 

"This will be a major Mi- 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A rare 
surviving first model of the 
Apple computer — a stripped 
down, clunky device that bears 
no resemblance to today's 
sleek gadgets — sold for 
$374,000 at auction in New 
York on Friday. 

The price was more than 
double the pre-sale estimate, 
reflecting a two-way bidding 
war eventually won by an 


crosoft announcement," the 
enigmatic invitation read. 
"You will not want to miss it." 

The fact that the press 
event will be held at a yet-to- 
be disclosed venue in Eos An¬ 
geles hinted heavily that 
entertainment industry content 
would be in the spotlight.

The Apple I computer was 
created by Apple co-founders 
Steve Wozniak and Steve Jobs 
and sold in 1976 at the birth of 
Jobs's career as the world's 
computer design guru.

"It's in F.A., so they are 
going to talk about media," 
said independent Silicon Val¬ 
ley analyst Rob Enderle. 

"It could be about hard¬ 
ware, but after the Kin failure 
and the Zune failure I can't pic¬ 
ture the person at Microsoft 
who has the balls to pitch a 
Microsoft tablet." 

Kin was a youth-oriented 
mobile phone from Microsoft 
that was pulled from the mar¬ 
ket after just weeks, while 
Zune was the longtime Apple 
rival's now-abandoned MP3 
device that unsuccessfully 
challenged the iPod. 

Enderle did expect some 
kind of hardware to be un¬ 
veiled at the event, but thought 
it would most likely be related 
to Xbox or be made by part¬ 
ners — with Samsung and 
Vizio high on the list of con¬ 
tenders. 

News of the day could be 
an early release of Windows 
RT, the Microsoft operating 
system to power tablets or 
other mobile devices running 
on ARM chips, complete with 
gadget makers showing sam¬ 
ples, according to the analyst. 

"The lid on this event is ex¬ 
tremely tight," Enderle said. 
"It clearly has a major hard¬ 
ware component to it." 

Microsoft last week stepped 
up its quest to be at the heart of 
home entertainment by synch¬ 
ing Xbox 360 videogame con¬ 
soles to smartphones and 
tablets while adding more 
blockbuster content. 

Microsoft introduced Xbox 
SmartGlass software for link¬ 
ing the consoles to iPhones, 
iPads, Android-powered gadg¬ 
ets and, of course, devices 
powered by the technology 
titan's new Windows 8 operat¬ 
ing system. 


TAIPEI (AFP) - Seven shal¬ 
low earthquakes hit eastern 
Taiwan in rapid succession on 
Sunday afternoon, sparking 
panic, causing damage to 
buildings and shaking the cap¬ 
ital Taipei. 

The quakes were recorded 
between 3:33pm and 5:09pm 
(0733 GMT-0909 GMT) and 
had their epicentres at no 
deeper than eight kilometres 
(five miles), seismologists said. 

Among them was one which 
struck at 5:01pm, only five 
kilometres under Fengpin, a 
coastal township in the eastern 
Hualien county. 

The United States Geologi¬ 
cal Survey (USGS) said it had 
a magnitude of 5.0, compared 
with 4.7 recorded by Taiwan's 


Seismology Centre. 

Kuo Kai-wen, director of the 
Seismology Centre, called on the 
public not to panic over the se¬ 
ries of earthquakes, which he 
said were aftershocks from a 5.4- 
magnitude quake that rocked 
Hualien county on Friday. 

A fireman at Fengpin told 
AFP that their office building 
had developed minor cracks, 
but the National Fire Agency 
said there were no reports of 
major damage or casualties. 

Taiwan lies near the junction 
of two tectonic plates and is 
regularly hit by earthquakes. 

In September 1999, a 7.6- 
magnitude tremor killed 
around 2,400 people in the 
deadliest natural disaster in 
Taiwan's recent history.

China's Hu says EU debt crisis of 
'general concern' 


Romney: US won't send 
checks to Europe 


MEXICO CITY(AFP) - 
China's President Hu Jintao 
expressed concern yesterday 
over Europe's debt crisis and 
said the G20 world economic 
powers should work together 
to reassure jittery markets. 

Hu said that Europe's debt 
crisis was "an issue of general 
concern" and that the other 
G20 members should "encou¬ 


rage and support efforts made 
by Europe to resolve it and 
send a signal of confidence to 
the market." 

"Total global demand re¬ 
mains weak. Growth in major 
economies is sluggish," he 
warned, in an interview with 
the Mexican daily Reforma 
published on the eve of the 
G20 summit of the world's

leading economies. 

Hu joines other G20 lead¬ 
ers in the Mexican resort of 
Los Cabos ahead of the two- 
day meeting, which is ex¬ 
pected to be dominated by the 
crisis in the eurozone, where 
states are struggling to pay 
their debts. 

"In the current world eco¬ 
nomic environment, the G20 
members should stick to¬ 
gether in difficult times and 
pursue win-win cooperation," 
Hu said, according to a trans¬ 
lation of the interview by the 
official Chinese news agency 
Xinhua. 

"In Los Cabos, I look for¬ 
ward to exploring with leaders 
of other G20 members ways 
to promote world economic 
stability, recovery and 
growth," he added. 

Hu was expected to hold 
several bilateral meetings with 
senior world leaders, includ¬ 
ing with US President Barack 
Obama, on the sidelines of the 
summit, which begins today 
and lasts two days. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States will not bail out 
European countries if the euro¬ 
zone economy falls apart 
under a spiraling debt crisis, 
Republican White House 
hopeful Mitt Romney said yes¬ 
terday. 

"We're not going to send 
checks to Europe. We're not 
going to bail out the European 
banks. We're going to be 
poised here to support our 
economy," Romney told CBS 
television's "Face the Nation" 
program. 

He expressed hope that "re¬ 
gardless of what happens in 
Europe, that our banking sec¬ 
tor is able to weather the 
storm," noting that US banks 
are on a "much stronger basis" 
than during the last crisis. 

Romney, who is seeking to 
oust Obama from the White 
House in a November elec¬ 
tions, has accused the presi¬ 
dent of trying to create a 
"European-style entitlement 
society" in the United States. 

"I wish that over the last 
three and a half years that the 


president would have taken ac¬ 
tion to rebuild the basis of our 
economy... get it on such a 
strong footing that the chal¬ 
lenges in Europe if they occur 
wouldn't have as significant 
impact as they might other¬ 
wise," he said. 

"But right now, we're dea¬ 
ling with 23 million people out 
of work or stopped looking for 
work or underemployed, 
homes are still bumping along 
the bottom, foreclosures are at 
very high levels, median in¬ 
comes are way down; the pre¬ 
sident's frankly made it harder 
for our economy to reboot." 

A collapse of the euro cur¬ 
rency, or financial spillover that 
could spook US markets, could 
move closer after Greece's yes¬ 
terday election and has the po¬ 
tential to further weaken the 
tepid US recovery before 
Obama seeks reelection.

Germany ready to discuss giving 
Greeks more time on reforms 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany is 
ready to discuss giving Greece 
more time to attain the objec¬ 
tives under its EU-IMF bailout 
agreement, German Foreign 
Minister Guido Westerwelle 
said yesterday. 

The job, spending and wage 
cuts required under the 130 bil¬ 
lion euro ($165 billion) bailout 
in a country suffering its fifth 
year of recession were a key 
issue in the yesterday's Greek 
parliamentary election, with all 
parties calling for a relaxation 
of the terms if not outright can¬ 
cellation of the deal. 


A first official estimate said 
the conservative New Democ¬ 
racy party won the election and 
will be able to form a pro¬ 
bailout majority with the so¬ 
cialist PASOK party. 

But even New Democracy 
chief Antonis Samaras has 
called for the terms of the 
bailout deal to be revised. 

Westerwelle, who spoke be¬ 
fore pro-bailout parties took 
the lead, said increased flexi¬ 
bility was justified by the delay 
caused by the political paraly¬ 
sis the country had experi¬ 
enced.

Stage collapse in 
Toronto kills one ahead 
of Radiohead show 



MONTREAL (AFP) - A man 
in his 30s was killed when an 
outdoor stage raised in a 
Toronto park for a concert of 
the British group Radiohead 
collapsed, police said Satur¬ 
day. 

"Shortly after 4 pm, a partial 
piece of stage at Downsview 
Park collapsed," a Toronto po¬ 
lice spokesman said. "There is 
one person deceased." 

Three other people were in¬ 
jured, including a man in his 
40s who was hospitalized. 

The accident struck at 
Downsview Park about three 
and a half hours before the 
show was to start. 

The concert was canceled 
and officials opened a probe 
into the cause of the accident. 
Contrary to early speculation, 
there were no strong gusts of 
wind at the time the stage col¬ 
lapsed. 

Police said they would not 
release the identity of the de¬ 


ceased until his family was in¬ 
formed. 

The victims were all part of 
a team installing projectors and 
speakers on the stage and on 
the metal scaffolding above the 
stage. 

Police said that the accident 
took place one hour before 
ticketholders were allowed to 
enter the grounds — but could 
have been much worse had a 
crowd been there and pan¬ 
icked. 

Radiohead posted a mes¬ 
sage on Twitter saying that: 
"Due to unforeseen circum¬ 
stances tonight’s (show) at 
Downsview Park has been 
cancelled. Fans are advised not 
to make their way to the 
venue." 

According to Radiohead’s 
official website, the Toronto 
concert was sold out. 
Downsview Park can accom¬ 
modate up to 40,000 specta¬ 
tors. 


NY club shut down after 
Chris Brown, Drake brawl 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York police have shut down a 
nightclub after R&B singer 
Chris Brown and rapper Drake 
got into a brawl over fellow 
artist Rihanna which left eight 
injured, authorities and local 
media said. 

A New York Police Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman told AFP 
the W.i.P. (Work in Progress) 
basement club in Manhattan’s 
SoHo neighborhood was closed 
late Saturday due to unspecified 
"code violations." 

"They were closed indefi¬ 
nitely until they clear up the vi¬ 
olations," she added. 

Among those injured in the 
fight in the early hours of Thurs¬ 
day were three black men aged 
23 to 30, a black woman, two 
white women and two Hispanic 
women, according to police. 

The spokeswoman, who 
would not reveal the victims' 
identities, said the injuries in¬ 
cluded lacerations to the face, 
forehead, neck, head and arm, a 
possible concussion and a con¬ 
tusion to the front of the head. 

The New York Daily News 
cited a witness as saying that 
Drake, who briefly dated Ri¬ 


hanna after she broke up with 
Brown, started the brawl by 
hurling a bottle of alcohol at 
Brown. 

"Drake threw the bottle at 
Brown, but it missed him and 
hit his bodyguard," aspiring di¬ 
rector and musician Kenneth 
McCray told The News. "It 
looked like it was Drake that 
started throwing bottles." 

"After Drake's crew threw a 
few bottles the other side 
started returning bottles," he 
added, noting that Drake also 
threw some punches and may 
have hit Brown or his body¬ 
guard. "It was crazy. Some of 
the bottles were already full. 
They were like bombs. People 
were running and screaming." 

The singer, required "numer¬ 
ous" stitches to close a wound 
to his chin, while his current 
girlfriend Karrueche Tran had a 
concussion and his bodyguard 
Big Pat needed 18 stitches to 
close a head wound

play for at least a week. 
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Mexican president a 'disaster,' says 
Oliver Stone 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - US 
filmmaker Oliver Stone 
blasted outgoing Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon as a 
"disaster" Friday, saying he 
had plunged his country into a 
"nightmare" by declaring war 
on drug cartels. 

Speaking in Beverly Hills 
as he presented his latest film 
"Savages" — which tells the 
story of the deadly struggle be¬ 
tween Californian cannabis 
producers and a Mexican car¬ 
tel — the controversial director 
didn't mince his words. 

"Calderon is a disaster. He 
was equivalent to George 
Bush," the 65-year-old direc¬ 
tor said, referring to former 
US president George W. Bush. 

"It's a shame because he 
brought what George Bush 
brought to this country, he 
brought a nightmare to Mex¬ 
ico by declaring war on these 


guys. Four cartels became 
seven cartels and there is more 
violence. It’s like a civil war." 

Calderon was elected in 
2006. His war against drug 
traffickers, spearheaded by the 
army, has since left over 
50,000 people dead, including 
many civilians. 

Stone alleged that Calderon 
cheated his way into power six 
years ago over leftist candidate 
Andres Manuel Lopez 


Obrador, who lost by less than 
one percentage point. 

"He did steal the election. I 
have no doubt that Obrador 
won," he said. 

The Mexican leader is due 
to stand down after his coun¬ 
try's presidential election on 
July 1. 

The latest polls show the 
race tightening, with frontrun¬ 
ner Enrique Pena Nieto cen- 
tristlnstitutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI) just 
four points ahead of Lopez 
Obrador, who is running again 
for the top leadership post. 

Trailing in third place is 
Josefma Vazquez Mota of 
Calderon's center-right Na¬ 
tional Action Party (PAN). 

"I hope the new party guy 
is much more pragmatic and 
gets down to decriminalizing 
drugs with the US," said 
Stone, whose latest film 
comes out in North America 
on July 6.

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Pro-pot supporters 
celebrate Dutch 
dope culture

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Sev¬ 
eral thousand pro-pot support¬ 
ers gathered in Amsterdam on 
Sunday to celebrate ’’cannabis 
culture" in the Netherlands, 
now under threat by govern¬ 
ment steps to ban sales to for¬ 
eigners, an organiser said. 

Up to 4,000 people attended 
the fourth annual "Cannabis 
Liberation Day", said Joep 
Oomen, adding it was held this 
year to protest the introduction 
of the so-called "wietpas", or 
cannabis card. 

"Today’s festival, the largest 
in the Netherlands to celebrate 
cannabis culture, is specifi¬ 
cally held in protest of the 
Dutch government's introduc¬ 
tion of the cannabis card," 
Oomen told AFP, adding "this 
year it's make-or-break for 
coffee shops in the Nether¬ 
lands". 

Dutch national television 
showed images of visitors, 
some dressed in reggae 
colours and others smoking a 
joint, while perusing stalls 
selling cannabis paraphernalia 
including pipes, at Westerpark 
northwest of the city centre. 

The new cannabis card law 
came into effect on May 1 in 
three southern Dutch 
provinces. 


It effectively transforms 
coffee shops into private clubs 
as it requires around 80 
cannabis cafes in the south to 
sell only to signed-up mem¬ 
bers who live in the country. 

Its coverage widens nation¬ 
wide to 590 other coffee shops 
in 2013, and is aimed at curb¬ 
ing drug tourism linked to dis¬ 
turbances such as late-night 
rabble rousing, traffic jams 
and illegal drug pushing. 

Each shop is allowed to 
have just 2,000 members, who 
must be over 18 years old and 
permanent residents of the 
country. 

Coffee shop owners in 
southern Netherlands have ar¬ 
gued the ruling was already 
strangling business and in¬ 
creased illegal street sales of 
cannabis. 

Officials however, including 
in the southern city of Maas¬ 
tricht — which has 14 coffee 
shops — claimed success by 
saying there had already been 
a significant drop in the num¬ 
ber of drug-related distur¬ 
bances. 

Although cannabis is tech¬ 
nically illegal, the Netherlands 
decriminalised the possession 
of less than five grammes 
(0.18 ounces) of the substance 
in 1976 under a so-called "tol¬ 
erance" policy. 
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Germany set up Euro meeting with Greece 



UVIV (AFP) - Germany on 
Sunday set up a symbolic 
quarter-final meeting with 
Greece while Cristiano 
Ronaldo fired Portugal 
through to face the Czech Re¬ 
public, as Euro 2012 Group B 
concluded in Ukraine. 

Joachim Loew's side — 
group leaders with six points 
going into their last match — 
beat Denmark 2-1 in Lviv, 
while Portugal overcame the 
Netherlands by the same 
scoreline in Kharkiv. 

Germany finish the group 
unbeaten on nine points, with 
Portugal on six and Denmark 
on three while the misfiring 
Dutch — beaten World Cup fi¬ 
nalists two years ago — go 
home after three straight de¬ 
feats and no points. 

Lukas Podolski, winning 
his 100th senior cap, gave the 
Mannschaft the lead in the 
19th minute with a ferocious

Thomas Mueller crossed from 
the right and Mario Gomez 
had miscued his first effort. 

But Michael Krohn-Dehli -

GDANSK (AFP) - Spanish 
striker Fernando Torres and

sponsibility for the Nether¬ 
lands' Euro 2012 exit on Sun¬ 
day but stood by the tactical 
decisions he took in a bid to 
stave off elimination. 

The Netherlands lost 2-1 to 
Portugal at Kharkiv's Metalist 
Stadium in their final Group B 
game, after a Cristiano 
Ronaldo brace cancelled out 
Rafael van der Vaart's early 
opener for the Dutch.

But we knew we had 
to win by a two-goal margin so 
we had to take that risk and go 


forward. 

"Sometimes it works and 
sometimes it doesn't. At the 
start it went well, then after¬ 
wards it didn't. 

"We're just disappointed. It 
wasn't a good game at all 
today. I'm responsible for that 
and I'm disappointed." 

Van Marwijk also defended 
his decision to move play- 
maker Wesley Sneijder to the 
left flank in order to accom¬ 
modate Huntelaar up front, 
with Robin van Persie drop¬ 
ping deeper into Sneijder's 
usual, central role. 

Asked to explain the think¬ 
ing behind the decision, van 
Marwijk replied: "Because 
Robin van Persie is also one of 
the best number 10s in the 
world. 

"We have very good attack¬ 
ing players and we have to 
make choices based on that. 
Sneijder has played on the left 
in Italy as well this season." 

Van Marwijk pinpointed a 
misplaced back-pass by right- 
back Gregory van der Wiel in 
the first half, which presented 
Helder Postinga with a clear 
sight of goal, as the moment 
"uncertainty" set in among his 
back four. 

"After the back-pass from 
Gregory (when Holland led 1- 
0), there was a lot of uncer¬ 
tainty in the team," he said at 
his post-game press confer¬ 
ence. 

"I don't really know what 
happened. It didn't happen in 
the first game (a 1-0 loss to 
Denmark). We had lots of 
chances to turn the game in 
our favour but due to that loss 
against Denmark, that's where 
the uncertainty started." 

Van Marwijk also defended 
his attempts to rejuvenate a 
side that finished runners-up to 


Spain at the last World Cup in 
2010. 

"It's the same team as two 
years ago, except for two po¬ 
sitions," he said. 

"We tried to make the team 
faster and a little bit younger, 
and make it better in terms of 
strength in depth. I knew it 
wouldn't be easy to do what 
we did two years ago. It didn't 
work from the first game on¬ 
wards."

HALLE (AFP) - Germany’s 
Tommy Haas defeated second 
seed Roger Federer 7-6 (7/5), 
6-4 to win the ATP grasscourt 
tournament here on Sunday. 

Playing in front of his home 
fans, the 34-year-old added to 
his triumph here three years 
ago to take his 13th ATP title. 

Swiss great Federer, the 


second seed, was seeking a 
sixth win at this Wimbledon 
warm-up event having booked 
his seventh final ticket with a 
straight sets semi-final win 
over unseeded Russian Mikhail 
Youzhny. 

Wildcard Haas, a former 
world number two, secured his 
place in the climax with defeat 


ofcompatriotPhilipp 

Kohlschreiber. 

After claiming the title Haas 
said: "This has been one of the 
best weeks of my career, but I 
reckon I won’t really appreciate 
what’s happened until this 
evening. 

This was Haas’s third career 
win over Federer after beating 
his better-fancied rival at Halle 
in the semi-finals in 2005 and 
2006, against 10 defeats, the 
last in the semi-finals at Wim¬ 
bledon in 2009. 

Federer broke to lead 3-1 in 
the opening set but proceeded 
to lose three successive games 
to find himself trailing 4-3. 

Haas went on to clinch the 
set on a winning serve in 50 
minutes. 

In the second set Haas 
broke to lead 5-4 and serve for 
the match, winning out when 
Federer put a return long. 
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
